BAGDAD, April 4.—King Ghazi 
I of Iraq died early today of z 
skull fracture after his automo- 
bile crashed into an electric light 
pole. The 27-year-old monarch 
was returning to the Palace 
about midnight when he lost con- 
trol of the car. 

The king, educated at Harrow, 
England, succeeded his father, 
King Feisal, Sept. 8, 1933, after 
Feisal’s death of a heart attack at 
Berne, Switzerland. Ghazi’s father 
was made king through the ef- 


forts of the famous British agent, 
the late Col, T. E. Lawrence. 


Four Perish 
As 2 Planes . 
Crash In Air 


EAST BRAINTREE, Mass., 
April 4—Two United States navy 
bi-planes crashed 2,000 feet in the 
air today and four men perished 
as they plunged to earth. 

The dead were identified as 
Waldo Brown, lieutenant coOm- 
mander; Elisworth Benson, avia- 
tion cadet; Walter Kirk, aviation 
chief carpenter's mate, and John ! 
Ausiello, aviation chief machin- 
ist's mate. 

All four were listed as resi- 
dents of greater Boston. 

West Williams, commercial ! 
aviator and flying instructor, who 
was aloft nearby at the time, said 
the third plane of a group of six 
flying in formation, dived into 
one wing of the second plane. 

The second plane “fell apart” he 
said and plummeted downward 
into a house, setting it afire. The 
other plane faltered for a mo- 
ment, and then went down in a 
power dive, apparently striking a 
second house about half a mile 
away. 

Fire and smoke rose rapidly 
from the spot where the second 
plane fell.

plications must have been recog- 
nized,” said the New York Times 
(Independent) in an editorial to- 
day. 

On Saturday at Wilhelmshaven 
Chancellor Hitler demanded to 
know by what right England was 
“mixing in our German sector of 
existence,” the paper recalled and 
added: 

“The right which England claims 
is clear enough. It is the right to 
risk British lives and British wealth 
in an attempt to give smaller na- 
tions the strength and stamina with 
which to resist German pressure, £0 
that the independence of these na- 
tions may be assured, so that Ger- 
many’s overrunning of the frontiers 
of central Europe may be halted 
and so that the British people them- 
selves may be permitted to live 
again in a world which is not con- 
stantly exposed to the recurrent 
threats and shocks that have made 
normal life impossible in recent 
months,” 


RETURN OF RUSSIA 

The Herald Tribune (Republican) 
termed Mr. Chamberlain's state- 
ment in the House of Commons yes- 
terday “anything but an announce- 
ment of the military alliance some 
feel necessary if the new policy is 
to succeed in pacifying Europe,” 
and made this comment: 

“It does show that Hitler has, at 
any rate, made possible the return

The provincial legislature met on Feb. 
Mth, and thus sat for nine full weeks and 
three days. In all more than one hundred 
bills were dealt with, big and little—in the 
physical sense and also in importance, 
Among the outstanding enactments are 
the Mines Act, the Lands Act, the Mar- 
keting Act, the Act empowering the Gov- 
ernment to fix prices of petroleum pro- 
ducts, the redistribution measure, an Act 
authoring the Government to set up a fire 
insurance scheme, 

Aside from these, and other measures 
of less importance, the session will be re- 
membered because of the budget an- 
nouncement that the net debt had been 
reduced $1,700,000 during the past year, 
and that there would be no increases in 
taxation. Those who are neither Social 
Crediters nor approvers of the arbi- 
trary reduction of bond interest rates will 
find cause for gratification in this show- 
ing that the province is paying its way, 
though not meeting its bonds as these 
mature.

Dominion Building for Edmonton 


The Dominion Government will erect 
a building in Edmonton in which to house 
all the local branches of the federal ser- 
vices but that of the postal department. 
The completed cost is placed at $500,000, 
indicating that the new structure will be 
in keeping with the many other fine pub- 
lic buildings in the city. A fifth of the 
estimated cost is included in the votes for 
the present year, $100,000 being thus 
added to the amount to be distributed 
during the coming summer among the 
building trades. 

The justification of the project is that 
the carrying charges on the investment 
will be less than the rents now paid by 
the Government for office room. It will, 
by housing all the offices under one roof, 
provide maximum convenience to the pub- 
lic. The site has been well chosen, is cen- 
trally located, and another will be added 
to the imposing number of public build- 
ings fronting on what is commonly known 
as McDougall avenue. 

It is not without interest that the lots 
were bought from the city. There will not 
therefore be any reduction in the amount 
of taxable property in the city, as would 
be the case had private property been ob- 
tained for the purpose.

he said, must not be encircled by an anti- 
aggression ring of nations, This piece of 
impertinence is at once an attempt to lay 
down law to Europe and an admission that 
his aims are predatory. A ruler who does 
not plan to grab the property of his neigh- 
bors has no occasion for wrath if these 
band together to preserve their territory 
and rights. 

If there is nothing really new in this 
pronouncement, it confirms the misgiv- 
ings which finally drove France and 
Britain to seek such a defensive under- 
standing with Poland and Russia, and 
vindicates their action in doing so. It is 
the natural and unconcealed resentment 
of an international gangster against pro- 
tective measures on the part of his pros- 
pective victims. 

What he may do about it, the Fuehrer 
did not indicate, except that he may re- 
pudiate the treaty under which he was 
permitted, and pledged, to build a navy 
not more than 35 per cent of that of 
Great Britain, Judging from the way he 
kept the Munich pact, repudiation would 
make no necessary difference in Herr Hit- 
ler’s naval program, and the threat is of 
correspondingly little importance. 

Immediately, the speech was intended 
to intimidate Poland and keep it from 
joining the anti-aggression alliance, With 
what result in that respect we should 
know before the end of the week.

A Canadian Health Conference 

The Hon, C. G. Power, federal Minister of 
Health, has suggested to parliament the call- 
ing of a conference on Dominion health matters. 
This, under the leadership of the minister and 
his expert staff, should prove of great value. 
Far-reaching results may be obtained from a 
conference of health and community leadets who 
could throw a spotlight on Canadian health 
questions. Indeed such a conference is essential 
before parliament can make decisions as to 
expenditures or legislation on health services, 
At the moment parliament has not enough Cana- 
dian data, and is not, therefore, in a position to 
choose any specific health scheme or schemes. 

A conference such as the Minister of Health 
has in mind would be the first of its kind in 
Canada. It would gather together those who are 
best able to size up Canada’s health problems. 
It should not be merely a collection of speech- 
makers, but of technicians and others who are 
practiced in community work, and who are cap- 
able of an objective outlook on practical issues. 
—Toronto Star.

Why did he not just put a quarter in the 
sugar-bowl every week, save all the trouble and 
the damage done in recovering the money from 
the tank? Oh, but that wouldn't have been any 
fun! The old pill just tastes nasty that way. It’s 
so much nicer with sugar!—Victoria Times. 


Defeating Pneumonia 


“People just won't die from pneumonia any 
more,” Professor Charles Fremont McKhann of 
Harvard University, announced at an American 
clinical society meeting recently. 

Reason for this startling announcement re- 
garding one of the world’s leading causes of 
death was the discovery and testing of a new 
compound called sulfapyridine, a relative of 
sufanilamide. Discovered and first used by 
Lionel E. H. Whitby, a pathologist, in London's 
Middlesex hospital, last year, the drug has just 
completed a seven-months’ test by experiment- 
ers all over the United States. 

Results of the tests indicated that use of sul- 
fapyridine reduced mortality from pneumonia 
from 25 per cent to 4 per cent. Last week came 
Professor McKhann’s announcement that it 
would wipe out deaths from pneumonia. 

Pneumonia rates as the fourth highest cause 
of death. It is estimated to cause more than 
2,000,000 deaths throughout the world every 
year. In the United States alone 450,000 people 
get pneumonia every year; and every year more 
than 100,000 die. In that country it rates as the 
third highest killer. 

Sulfapyridine is made in tiny yellowish-white 
tablets which can be crushed in milk or fruit 
juices and given in small doses every few hours. 
Within 24 hours after the first dose patients are 


said to show remarkable improvement usually. 


It is a drug which should only be used‘on the 
advice of a physician. 

Experiments with the drug are now progress- 
ing with the hope that it may be made possible 
to use the new drug always without serums, in- 
jecting it directly into the veins.—Calgary 
Albertan, . 


Britain Marks Time

LONDON (By Mail): There is a lull in the 
International situation and Britain marks time 
until Mussolini formulates his demands against 
France. 

It is thought that first and foremost Italy 
wants Tunisia. A glance at the map will show 
how if Italy owns Tunisia they completely con- 
trol this bottlemeck in the Mediterranean be- 
tween Sicily and Cape Bon in Africa with their 
island air base of Pantelleria in between. Here 
too the sea floor comes near the surface in an 
underwater bridge joining Sicily to Africa and 
so forces underwater craft to the surface mak- 
ing it easier for whoever controls this strait 
completely to dominate the W.editerranean. 
Tunisia is also desirable in Italian eyes because 
the harbor of Bizerta there is the finest in the 
whole Mediterranean and is one that could safe- 
ly hold the whole Italian fleet. If France yields 
Tunisia or gives to the many Italian nationals 
resident there extra-territorial rights, such as 
Mussolini is demanding for them, then they give 
to Mussolini the contro] of the Mediterranean. 

Wherever the first move is made—either in 
Tunisia or at Djibouti, France's Red Sea terminus 
of the Addis Abana railway—tit is thought that 
the familiar blackmail methods of the Axis will 
be used. There will be German mobilization on 
the French frontier, Italian mobilization on the 
Alps and the Franco-Italo-German concentration 
in the Pyrenees. Then will come an “incident” 
and Italy will demand “satisfaction.” Then 
what will we do” 

Until the Prime Minister made the definite 
statement in the House that this country would 
back France no definite statement had been made 
since the time of the Nyon Agreement. Under 
this agreement we said we would sink sub- 
marines at sight in the Mediterranean and the 
Axis Powers believed us and that form of piracy

Karel Capek, the Czech playwright and 
novelist, who was fortunate enough to die be- 
fore Hitler dismembered the republic whose 
boundaries he had pledged himself to defend, is 
best known by his fantastic robot play, “R.U.R.” 
It is about a man who conceives the ides of

NEW VERSION men, intelligent, obedient and 
OF ROBOT PLAY impersonal, who do the bid- 

ding of their creator. With- 
out souls or rights they toil unceasingly for the 
enrichment of their masters, All goes well— 
from the master’s point of view—till at last too 
many are created. Into their lives enters love. 
In their evolution, the creatures develop souls. 
Then the robots revolt and destroy their masters. 

It's a picture of what has taken place in the 
Reich, where people are being robbed of their 
human rights, and being turned into unquestion- 
ing machines to work for the state and the state's 
masters, Will this real life drama end like 
Capek's, with the robots developing wills of their 
own, a desire for freedom that will enable them 
to overthrow their masters? Time will tell.

Here was a government in Spain legally 
elected by its laws, faced with a well-prepared 
and Fascist-aided rebellion. It was as legally 
elected as the Chamberlain government in Eng- 
land or the King government in Canada. Yet 
for fear lest a victory for the republicans would 
aid the Socialist movement in England and 
France, their governments screened their obliga- 
tion to sell arms to the government of Spain. At 
the behest of the monied classes they went 
through the hideous mockery of setting up a 
non-intervention pact while Hitler and Mussolini 
had armies, air fleets and naval vessels fighting 
the Spanish government. As an English-born 
Canadian I fee] ashamed of the country of my 
birth. I find it hard not to jeer at the crass 
stupidity of these money-blinded aristocrats who 
in their selfishness helped make the bloody mess 
of things in Europe that the youth of England 
will pay for, merely from fear lest the working 
classes get a better deal in life. 

Crowning irony was the refusal of the League 
of Nations to come to the aid of Spain—a mem- 
ber of the League—on the ground that the vote 
was not unanimous.

So Albania, 
with a population less than many a second-class 
English city, and Portugal, colonies included, 
with less population than Canada, were used as 
excuses to set the conscience of the world at 
naught.

Just a century ago today a large | 
number of the leading citizens of 
Toronto gathered to do honor to 
Colonel John Prince, who had re- 
pulsed the raiders on Windsor four 
months before to a day. The per- 
iod between December 4, 1838, and 
April 4, 1839, had seen the colonel 
acclaimed by the Loyalists as the | 
Savior of Upper Canada,” the man |

“Dear Mr. Culbertson: The fol- 
lowing hand was played in a match- | 
point duplicate and occasioned quite | 
a discussion as to the correct bid- | 
ding. Will you please try to 
straighten this out? 

“East, dealer, 

“Both sides vulnerable. 


“Some East players opened with a 
two club bid, others with one no} 
trump, and still others with one 
club. Without going into great de- 
tail as to the result of each opening 
bid, please advise what you con- 
sider to he the best cholce. 

“J, M. F., New Jersey.” 


In my opinion this is not @ par- 
ficularly close question, Let us con- 
sider the three conceivable bids. 
First, we should have no difficulty 
in @igposing of two clubs. East has 
four 2nd one-half plus honor tricks, 
but has at least five losing tricks, 
hence his holding does not conform 
to the Culbertson convention that 
requires more honor tricks than los- 
ing tricks for an opening two bid. 
The fact that East's best suit is a 
minor is another argument against 
“stretching” to open with a forcing 
two bid. 

One no trump has more in its 
favor despite the fact that East's 
distribution is decidedly unsuited 
to such @ call. An opening no trump 
bid at least has the advantage of 
insuring that the opening lead will 
come up to the Last hand if the 
final contract is in no trump Con-| 
sidering East's honor holding in 
hearts and diamonds, this ip admit: | 

“diy a desirable feature. However,| 


the theory of “placing” the final 
contract so as to receive a favorable 
opening lead can be greatly over- 
done and in this case it is my con- 
sidered opinion that the disadvant- 
ages of East's distribution for an 
opening no trump bid greatly out- 
weigh the advantages. Thus we 
automatically arrive at one club as 
the correct opening bid and the bid- 


ding should develop as follows: 

Kast South West North 
1 elub Pass 2clubs Pass 
3 no tr’p Pass Pasi Pass 


With this logical bidding East still 
manages to become the declarer at 
a no trump contract, Many splendid 
players in West's position would an- 
swer one club with one diamond, 
instead of the more orthodox single 
raise, and in that case also East 
would leap to game in no trump. 
Thus in the final analysis it must be 
seen that a one club bid by East of- 
fers the best possibility for develop. | 
ing the bidding in logical fashion | 
and that it does not seriously jeo- 
pardize the “placing” of the ulti- 
mate contract to make East the de- 
clarer, thus guarding against a lead 
through the A-Q of hearts or king 
of diamonds,

Protection of operators of inde- 
pendent laboratories was sought by | 
G, L. MacLachlan, S.C., Coronation, | 
and a clause that was interpreted} 
to lead to their cessation was de- 
leted. 

The committee reached the sec- | 
tion of the bill providing penalties 
for violations of the dental mechanic | 
sections and eliminated jail sen- | 
tences as alternatives to failure to! 
pay fines. 

Mr. Duke's motion killing the bill | 
came shortly after Mr. Foster and 
W. R. King, S.C., Cochrane, had! 
sought a means to delay further| 
consideration of the measure for six | 
months. | 

Under the section dealing with 
dental mechanics, the bill provides 
that no dental mechanic, technician | 
or laboratory man shall act as sucn 
except under the instructions and 
directions of a duly registered den- 
tist. 

After protests had been voiced by | 
Mr, Tremblay and J. A. Wingblade, 
S.C., Wetaskiwin, the amendments | 
to the Legislative Assembly Act, 
reducing the house membership, 
were passed, The bill, in view of a 
by-election now pending as result 
of the death of W. E. Hayes, S.C., 
Stony Plain, was made to become 
law on dissolution of the present 
legislature. 

Mr. Tremblay protested some of 
the boundaries on his constituency 
of Grouard and Mr, Wingblade at- 
tempted to have the boundary be- 
tween Ponoka and Wetaskiwin rid- 
ings altered, Mr. Wingblade de- 
clared that the boundaries split 
communities, His effort was sup- | 


ported by Mrs, Edith Rogers, S.C., 
Ponoka, but the house defeated his 


proposed amendments. 


GRAY WARNS 

Mr. Gray warned that it would be 
setting a precedent to alter the 
boundaries of two constituencies at 
the request of the sitting members.

Under the pipe line bill, the pipe 
lines operated between Calgary and 
Turner Valley oil field are declared 
common carriers. If a commission 


! recommends the fixing of petroleum 


product prices, the companion bill 
authorized the lieutenant-governor- 
in-council to fix the prices for parts 
or all of the province 

The government also is empow- 
ered to authorize the minister of 
agriculture to establish and operate 
public livestock markets. Under this 
legislation, authority also is given to 
prohibit the operation of other mar- 
kets. No action is expected to be 
taken under the act at present, 


WIDELY DEBATED 

One of the bills extensively de- 
bated was the bill amending and 
consolidating the Provincial Lands 
Act. It introduces a leasehold sys- 
tem to replace the present home- 
stead plan. It also requires that 
licensees of timber berths who re- 
ceived their licenses prior to Sep- 
tember, 1930, must erect an ade- 
quate sawmill before Dec. 31, 1940, 
or the license will be subject to can- 
cellation. 

The legislative assembly act 
amendments reduce the member- 
ship of the legislature from 63 to 
57. Calgary and Edmonton mem- 
bership is cut from six to five and 
47 singleemember ridings are estab- 
lished through alternation of boun- 
daries. 


A SEQUEL 

The limitations of actions act 
amendment was a sequel to dis- 
allowance of the 1938 amendments 
The disallowed amendments out- 
lawed some private debts incurred 
before July 1, 1936, after July 1, 
1940, unless new agreements were 
made. Under the new ameXiment, 
the date of outlaw is extended to 
July 1, 1942, on agreements, becom- 
ing due before June 1, 12 

Amendments to the Judicature 
act cancel the personal covenant 
clause in agreements for sale on land 
or mortgages on land so that if a 
buyer fails to complete payment of 
the purchase price the vendor can- 
not recover more than the amount 
paid and the land. Thus, after re- 
possessing land, the vendor cannot 
sue for the unpaid balance.
